Ask any p olitician down there, esp e­ 
cially among those who were recent­ 
ly ru n over in the » ight against the 
saloons, and they will tell you that 
if the women have started ou t after 
these laws, they are likely to come 
ju st as su ddenly and u nexp ectedly as 
the anti-saloon legislation came, in

There is no longer any qu estion that 
the sentiment of the sou th is on the 
right side in all of these thiitgs. 
There is no intention to minimize 
the w'ork and sentiment amcng the 
men of the sou th in behalf of chil­ 
dren. Considering the diflicu lties and 
handicap s of that section, their ixi- 
terest and activity have been keen. 
It was Governor Robert L. Taylor, of 
Tennessee, now United States sena­ 
tor, who nearly twenty years ago be­ 
came a p ioneer in the ju venile cou rt 
movement by advocating reforms of 


this kind. 
He incu rred severe criti­ 
cism for his p romp t p ardon to any 
boy u nder 16 convicted of crime and 
sentenced to the p enitentiary. It was 
not the governor’s intention to en­ 
cou rage crime, as some p eop le said, 
bu t to emp hasize his contemp t for 
su ch a method of p u nishing end de­ 
grading children when the state haJ 
p rovided no means for their p rotec­ 
tion. 
The effect has emp hasized the 
necessity of more enlightened meth­ 
ods. 
The writer recalls on a mu ch earlier 
trip throu gh the sou th seeing fifteen 
boys in one bu ll p en with adu lt cnm- 
inals. 
The boys had dog chp ins to 
keep them from ru nning away. I told 
one of them that if he cou ld get rid 
of those dog chains and had a chance 
to ru n away, I hop ed he wou ld ru n. 
The state may become infinitely more 
criminal than the child in failing to 
p rovide indu strial schools and whole­ 
some environment for its you ng citi­ 
zens. 
Governor Vardaman, of Mississ'ip p i, 
jou rneyed with me from Vicksbu » *g to 
Jackson. 
He has p u rsu ed a p olicy 
u p on this entire qu estion that in my 
ju dgment is more advanced thau that 
of any other governor in this cou n­ 
try, thou gh it is little known and u n- 
dei-stood ou tside his own state. 
His 
messages 
to 
the 
legislatu re u p on 
p rison reform,, embodying as they do 
an advocacy of everything p ertaining 
to the ju venile cou rt and p robation 
system, are equ aled nowhere in all 
the literatu re of the su bject. 
Both candidates for 
goverjior 
of 
Lou isiana 
have 
p u blicly 
exp ressed 
views similar to those of Governor 
Vardaman. 
Governor Haskell, of Oklahoma, ex­ 
p ressed to me the keenest ap p recia­ 
tion of the entire su bject. 
The sys­ 
tem of cou rts in Oklahoma, esp ecially 
in its p rovision for a cou nty cou rt in 
each cou nty equ ip p ed with su fficient 
chancery and criminal ju risdiction to 
do all the work of the ju venile cou rt 
both as to children and adu lts, makes 
this state in so far as its constitu ­ 
tional s>’stem of cou rts is concerned 
admirably adap ted for

statewide 
and 
effective 
system 
of

cou rts. 
The system is so established 
that the school law, child labor law, 
law forbidding the sale of intoxicants, 
tobacco and firearms to children, and 
su bstantially every other 
law 
that 
p ertains to their welfare, may oe en­ 
forced in the same cou rt before the 
same ju dge-» -an advantage that has 
made for the efficiency of the Denver 
ju venile cou rt. 
Ju dge N. B. Feagin, of Birmingham, 
Ala., with his chief p robation officer, 
L. H. Pu tnam, has ¿one sp lendid ju ­ 
venile cou rt work for five yeat^s p ast 
withou t the aid of the elaborate laws 
of su ch cities as Indianap olis, Chica­ 
go and Denver. 
The resu lts In Bir­ 
mingham go to show that it is the 
sp irit and the wo» -k rather than the 
law that is most imp ortant in the ju ­ 
venile cou rt.
